abundance all around this city. I oonfeae 
I had little faith iu his being able to make 
the sand stone anawer the purpose, for we 
all know that where it haa been pat upon 
our streets it has been ground up br tbe 
wheela and disappeared in tbe mud.

apring when I went to New York, Mr. 
i\Vebater urgently requested me to visit 
the boalevarde, where they were putting 
down 
the 
Tillford 
pavement, 
and 


satisfy 
myself 
of 
its practicability. 


I viaited Bergen Point where they are 


paving all their streets in this manner. 
and saw the process in all its stages. Tho 
street is excavated first to the necegaary 
depth to allow a drp.h of fourteen inches 
for the pavement, then the first layer of 
atone ia put in, wbioh consists of chunks 
of rock about ten inches high, placed with 
the smallest end up 
(Our eand-stone is 


as good aa any other rook for, tbiepurpoae, 
there being no wear on this under-layer) 
Upon this IftVBt there ia spread a layer of 
broken atone of tbe regular macadam aiza 
which id thoroughly rolled with heavy 
steam rollers. This crushes tho broken 
stone down in among the lower layer 
thoroughly bidding the whole road bed 
Oa thii* a layer oi ooarae gravel ia apreac 
and wet and rolled down, and then a finer 
layer ia pat on nod treated ia the same 
manner. When fitnshed the whole mass 
looks to be thorouglly cemented together 
presenting a smooth and hard surface 
Now for the top dressing ia putting down 
the pavement here, we can use tbe oruahec 
pebble rock. I do not think anyone wil
